Miss Watkins Sent for 
Missionaries’ 


Details which throw consilersbte 
light on the capture of Miss Blanche 
Tobin, a New Zealand lady missin 
ary, who was carried off by bandits 
jin the vicinity of Wuchow, on the 
border of Kuangtung and Kuangsi,

from Hengehow, Hunan, states the 
“Central China Post.” The ad 
is have heen supplied by 
Miss Watkins, who was with Tiss 
Tobin at the time the party was at 
tucked by the bandits whil 
way from Canton to Kueilin. 
‘Miss, Wathi hher letter, ex- 
1s how she managed to escape 
being earried off by the bandits after 
a very trying experience at their 
hands, ‘The party left Canton to- 
gether with a number of other 
Sionaries and got as far av Wuchow, 
Miss Watkins and Miss Tobin 
informed by the 
that the river was quite safe and 
they accordingly left hy tight haat 
accompanied by the two daughters 
fof the Iuolan (boat owner) and a 
‘mall crew. ‘They went ahead of 
the American Baptist party which 
hhad accompanied them as far as 
Wuchow. 

At about 5 p.m. on September 17 
the boat was tied up for the punpose 
of allowing the crew to have one of 
their meals, All wore comfortably 
settled down to the meal when four 
farmed men came aboard the brat. 
They demanded and were given all 
the watches of the party, $110, and 
all the bedding. ‘They then tied up 
‘the laoban's two daughters and or- 
red Misses Tobin and Watkins to 
step ashore, The two latter agreed 
not to run away and were, there 
fore, not bound.

Kiukiang, Oct. 13. 
Everyone seems to enjoy the 
bright autumn weather. But rain 
is badly needed, as practically none 
has fallen for 50 days, dust 
abounds, the autumn erops wait 
for rain, vegetables are drying up, 
and many” are in poor health. 
Malaria seems specially bad the 
past few weeks, and rain is said 
to be tie great cure for it, and 
more effective than quinine! ’ Rice 
hhas been getting dearer, and this 
pinches the larger part of the 
population, in their living, as they 
do, largely, from hand to mouth. 
Kuling’s Doubtful Future

16 years of his Life were given. His 
knowledge cf China was broad 

ed. Mis experience was very 
wide. In 1888 he served in Peking 
as Student Interpreter, From 
there he went down to Amoy as 
assistant to H.BM, Consul, Mr. 
Forest. It was at Ichang, inthe 
far interior, that he held his first 
full consular appointment. Ie then 
passed successively to Shashi, 
Shanghai, Wuhu, Kiukiang, Tsin- 
anfu, Hangchow, Newchwang, Chink- 
Kiang and Foochow. He loved 
China, “He loved in his observant 
way the Chinese. He loved his job. 
It was inevitable that a man like 
Clennell should be the quiet, un- 
obtrusive, but entirely reliable 
authority on things Chinese that he 
became.

In Amoy his timely 
intervention saved a group of 
Chinese Christians from unwarran- 
table persecution. From Tsinanfa 
he made a pilgrimage to the prave 
of Confucius and enjoyed a friendly 
chat and smoke with the living re- 
resentative of the Sag - In 
Kiukiang he rendered invaluable 
help in securing a Sanatorium for 
forcign residents in the neighbouring 
mountains of Kuling. To him also 
the English-speaking community at 
Kiukiang owes the possession of a 
Free Church, which, though of 
Evangelical persuasion, is founded 
upon the priciple of the open trust. 
‘That was Clennell—a man whose 
work lay on his conscience and who 
seldom failed to do it well. 

But Clennell was not to be con- 
fined to any merely professional i 
terests, He was one who regarded 
the land of his professional interests 
‘as in large measure the land of his 
‘Adoption, And so we get from his 
hand such a book as ‘The Historical 
Development of Religion in China’. 
‘a fascinating volume, originally 

‘en in the form of lectures to the 
students at Carmarthen Presyterian 
College, which appeared in a fresh 
and slightly enlarged edition in 
1926, Or again such a publication 
as the White Book on Labour con- 
ditions in Fukien province, a work 
that has found its way into, and has 
een quoted in, every part of the 
world. His contributions to the 

Inquirer” were ‘referred to last 
week, They were invariably packed 
with accurate statement and well 
informed opinion. To  Clemell, 
China was a passion—if one cay 
think of passion in conncetion with 
so eminently self-restrained a soul. 
Only a day or two before he died 
he had read a paper of distinetion 
hefore the Oriental Congress at 
‘Oxford on lessons of Chinese history. 
for the present times, and it is. no 
secret to his intimate frierds that 
at the time of his death he pro- 
jected another book on Chinese 
Affairs, Would that he had written, 
and projected more: 

Nor was that all. Clennell was 
no mean linguist. “He spoke with 
fluency French and German, He 
could speak, read and write Chinese 

degree of proficiency which few 
foreigners attain. He was able to 
converse in Latin with the Roman 
priests, and during -a_homeleave, 
because he’ was to be posted to New: 
chwang (Manchuria), he set hit 
self to acquire Russian and did it. 
He was, in faet, to an extent which 
his quiet manner tver betrayed, a 
man of parts, He lectured ‘on 
eceasion at the London School of 
Oriental Studies. "He was, in. his 
latter days, treasurer to the Hert~ 
fordshire. Historical Society and an 
active member of the China Society, 
serving on the Council; and several 
sears ago he was called to the Bar. 


How revealing of the man his 
passing was! He had been sket- 
ching with a friend, the Rev. A. C.

‘A Last Effort on Behalf of Con- 
demned Criminals

Everyone knows that we 
a Gaol in Shanghai and that it 1 
& much-needed and well-pa'ronised 
institution. Not many know just 
how extensive the prison is, nor 
how much it. costs Shanghai to 
Having had an op 
portunity on Sunday morning to sce 
church service, held for the pri- 
soners (iin intetesting experience 
which more anon) it set. me 
thinking of these things. ‘There 
are, T was told, just under 4,000 
nen in the gaol.’ This is the populs 
tion of @ small town, so we have, 
imprisoned within those walls, 4s 
many persons us would populate 
flourishing luge, But the pri 
soners are all young men.

Tt was impossible to speak to all 
the prisoners, s0 the evangelists 
took their stand facing the first 
three cells. The men, who had 
een squatting on the oor, rove 
eagerly to their feet and crowded 
round the gratings, In each of 
the three cells there was one man 
who could read and he had a New 
‘Testament that looked well thumbed. 


Amongst the Condemned 

One had a question to ask. He 
pointed to his book and read 
“faleesye” “and seemed to ask what 
it meant. It turned out to be the 
word for “Pharisce” and he was 
evidently under the impression thee 
the Pharisees were a particularly 
savage tribe of barbarians. I was 
told that he was quite surprised to 
learn that they belonged to the sect 
of the ultra-good. T do not think 
he ever quite saw through it, 

‘There was prayer and Bible read- 
ing here, but no singing. The con- 
demned ‘men clustered round the 
door and listened most attentively. 
I meditated with myself:—"What 
should one say to a man who is 
going to be shot to-morrow?” I 
wondered what the preacher was 
saying; it was evidently appreciated, 
for T saw the men several times nod: 
acquiesence. When the service was 
over, I asked him and he told me 
he read to’them the story of Jesus 
walking on the sea. I ss How | 
do you think that would help them 
He said:—"In the first place it 
showed thit Jesus was no ordinary 
person. He had power over the 
elements, he must also have power 
0 help men in such desperate cases, 
as theirs.” 

“Yes “we 
then the disciples were in desperate 
ease. They wore in a frail. boa 
fon a raging sea, the night was dark 
and they were sore afraid.” "Yes," 
I said, “E see that, What next?™, 
He said:—"Jesus came to. them 
walking on the water. He cheered 
thom, “saying:—"It is T, be not 
afraid? When Peter essayed to 
walk on the water and was sinking, 
he gasped out:—“Lord, save me, 
and Jesus stretched out his hand 
and pulled him to safety, saying:— 

‘Wherefore didit thou doubt, O,thou 
of little faith?

‘and reports—“After this investi- 
gation I am convinced that the 
average worker feels vastly better 
off than under the Tsar. 

‘That of course is not saying much 
but it seems to me to indicate that 
there is after all another side to 
the question than that put forward 
so assiduously by these fanatical 
pro-Tsarist propagandists. I hold 
no brief for the Soviet Government, 
but still less do T hold one for th: 
previous tyranny. 

“Not Deceived” asks, “Did Mr. 
Fleming ever see Moscow before 
the revelution—a city of Jewels, 
splendour, wealth, progress, gaicty, 
freedom, for everybody”. T cannot 
answer for Mr. Fleming but I 
‘was there in 1908 and I can cer- 
tainly confirm that it was not only 
‘a place of jewelled splendour with 
the most magnificent. churches, but 
also a city of the direst filth and 
poverty. Soviet Russia has on 
had ten years to “get things done” 
and tragic mistakes have boon made 
but she is learning and will learn 
still more. Tsarist Russia accepted 
hor jewelled splendour and her filth 
‘and poverty as the ordained and 
ichangeable things of God, That 
is the fundamental difference be- 
tween them.

Complainant was then called and 
he said that accused (the younge 
‘one being his wife) had stolen his 
belongings. He said he lived in 
Chinese territory and the offence 
was committed there. 

In compliance ‘with the request 
of Mr. Stevens (the Senior Consul’ 
Deputy) the younger of the accus. 
ea pave evidence, denying that she 
was accused's legal wife or that she 
or her parents. lived in Chinese 
territory. She said that when she 
went into Chinese territory to live 
she found that complainant alread, 
had a wife and family.

The application was granted by 
Sadge Shen but Mr. Stevens lodged 
4 protest, which follows:

‘The first item that may arouse 
the ire of many of our readers both 
in China and abroad will be th 
niotor-car. 

Our estimates for running a ear 
in Shanghai range between Mex, 
$50 ond Mex, $125 per month, For 
a family we believe that a ear is an 
economy, if wisely used, as trans- 
port by’ "bus, trams, hired ears, 
‘tc., would probably usually amount 
to much more than one should spend 
on an owner-triven car. 

In the case of a family of five 
people living in the Western 
District or French Concession, of 
whom three go to business daily, 
involving four daily journeys or 
twelve trips in all, the cost of 
transport would probably amount 
to much more than the upkeep of 

‘On the other hand, much’ money 

ted on vehicles which are too 
‘expensive either because of a high 
purchase prices or excessive running, 
costs, and here there is ample seope 
for a substantial saving. A chauf- 
feur is not indispensable and hi 
wages usually run to about Mex. 
$40 per month while the consump: 
tion of gasoline and general upkeep 
‘can be considerably reduced by the 
avoidance of “joy-riding”, and 
is demonstrable that a family car 
should not cost_ more than $50 

Very few motorists, exe 

cept the wealthiest in Europe ond 
‘America, employ chauffeurs and 
there is) practically no need for 
them on the short to 
which we are limited in Shanghi 
Moreover the amount of “squeeze” 
which they inflict upon their em- 
Ployers is phenomenal, 

‘Clubs and Servants 

‘The next item that should be 
ikely to arouse criticism is “Mem- 
bership of Clubs". Many residents 
in the East belong to three or four 
‘clubs, whereas we believe that one, 
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are not putting it too high when we 
estimate that the average business, 
man in Shanghai spends about $50 
per moiith at the various institutions 
to which he Lelongs. This figure, 
in our opinion could well be reduced 
by half, 

We find that native servants? 
wages ranxe from $50 to well over 


$100 and here again there is ample 
scope for cconomizing provided that 
the hard facts of-tife are grappled 
with and the leisurely methods of 
house-keeping int? which we have 
allowed ourselves to drift in the 
prosperous past, are abandoned. We 
Know of houses where the native 
staff total six or seven persons, but 
for the average family we maintain 
that three should suffice and thaé 














| their cost should not exceed $50. 


Such outgoings as rates. and 
taxes, rent, local school fees, ine 
surance, ete, are fixed and need 
not, therefore, be commented upon, 
but we now come to the fundamental 
‘question of foud, and entertainment, 
about which opinions will doubiles 
be very diversified and which wi 
probably contimie to agitate th 
and all other communities for all 
ime as it has done from the bee 
ne of the human Era. This

A Chinese theatre, Chinese houses 
of worship, Chinese hotels for the 
floating population who make New 
York the headquarters in the 
Eastern United States for the 
Celestial element, and Chinese 
eating places without end make 
up the nucleus of a colony that is 
estimated to comprise well over 




































And as it has never ceased to be 
of romantic interest to the visitor, 
neither has it ceased to be a source 
‘of never fathomed wonder to the 
New York police for the peace of 
the district is managed by agree- 
ment between the threo tongs and 
the local authorities have on more 
than one occasion voiced their in- 
ability to cope with the situation 
when trouble arises, 

Again reverberating to the sound 
of bullets while the dreaded hatchet 
men ply their trade, the newest 
outbreak, like its predecessors, will 
continue until its own good end is 
arranged by the contestants them 
selves, and the police despite the 
wholegale arrests that are always 
part and parcel of the attempt to 
stop the trouble will be as power- 
less as to challenge the credulity 
of one not acquainted with the 
situation.
